secretary of NAACP for South­ 
ern California. 
The announcem ent w as m ade 
by Anderson yesterday, follow­ 
ing a m eeting of NAACP held 
Sunday afternoon in the M exican 
Hall. 


"TWO NEGRO veterans have 
applied for occupancy of this 
veterans’ 
housing.” 
Anderson 
said,

refused,

though there are m any vacancies 
available. It is our wish to co­ 
operate to the fullest possible 
extent w ith your city housing 
authority, but tne refusal to a d ­ 
m it Negro veterans into a state 
built veterans’ housing unit is 
illegal. Twenty five other Negfo 
fam ilies have applied for hous­ 
ing at Lienau Village and been 
refused also, although w hite non 
veterans arc adm itted as there 
are too few veterans to begin to 
fill these units.”

Louis Fischer, Authority 
on international Politics, 
Writing Stalin's Life Here 


Louis Fischer, authority on in ­ 
ternational 
politics, is staying 
at La Paz. w orking on his b i­ 
ography of Joseph Stalin. “The 
m an w ho rem ade Russia in his 
own im age,” is th e w ay author 
Fischer classifies him. 
“E very­ 
thing flows from him and in his 
genius for acquiring and m ain ­ 
taining 
power, 
he has estab ­ 
lished the purge a s a perm anent 
condition of political life. 
Ob­ 
viously, m istakes are going to 
be m ade. Both individuals and 
governm ents m ake them . 
But 
Stalin 
cannot allow 
anything 
connected with him to be wrong. 
There m ust alw ays be a w hip­ 
ping boy for every error, and the 
w hipping boy m ust die to justify 
Stalinjs legend of divinity.” 


AUTHOR FISCHER spent 
44 
years in Russia from 1922 to 1938, 
when he w as forced to leave the 
country. He interview ed Stalin, 
and h as frequently seen him. 
The biography, however, is being 
w ritten on the basis of Stalin's 
political moves and com m ents. 
"I 
question 
w hether 
anyone 
knows Stalin as an individual. 
His entire life is devoted to world 
affairs and he probably has no 
personal life. He has m ade Rus­ 
sia into an inverted pyram id— 
it sits uupside down upon it’s 
point, w ith point Stalin. T hat is 
a difficult position to m aintain." 
Asked if Stalin planned an all 
out 
w ar and 
world 
conquest, 
Fischer said he did not know. 
"I question if Stalin knows. He 
is obviously no gam bler, from his 
past perform ance. He believes in 
stalling politics, rather th an a g ­ 
gressive action. I would estim ­ 
ate th at an all out w ar is u n ­ 
likely I will go further an d say, 
very 
unlikely. 
The next 
Í4 
m onths, however, are a delicate 
period. It is no tim e to be rock­ 


ing the boat. W hen the W est has 
built up sufficient m ilitary force, 
all out war w ill be a danger of 
the past. Stalin is shrew d and 
will not m ake a m ilitary m istake 
for the sake of a conquest which 
is in doubt. I think the key to 
Europe was in a very quiet and 
inconspicuous 
question 
which 
iL alin asked Roosevelt at Yalta. 
The question was. "How 
long 
will tile Am ericans stay in E u r­ 
ope?” 


"PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT re ­ 
plied that two years would be 
the 
m axim um 
the 
American 
people would be w illing to oc­ 
cupy Europe. Stalin’s plans for 
th e 
conquest of 
Europe 
were 
m ade right then. Fortunately for 
w orld peace, the A m ericans did 
not w ithdraw tram Europe on 
Roosevelt’s, schedule. O ur grow ­ 
ing m ilitary strength is u n ques­ 
tionably our biggest 
preventa­ 
tive of another world war." 
Author Fischer this year won

years h as hovered around 4 per 
cent. Over the 20-year period the 
physicians’ average share of the 
“m edical 
care 
dollar” 
fell 
12 
per cent, from 31.8 cents to 28.1 
cents; the hospitals' share rose 
66 per cent. from .13.9 cijnts to 
23.- cents. Since the com m only 
used base period, 1935-1939, the 
physicians' share of the m edical 
care d o llar fell 10 per cent w hile 
the ho sp itals’ share rose 37 per 
cent.
